Needs Your Help 


TIME TO GIVE 
It’s been a long year — ifs been a hard year — it’s 
been a year of built up hopes and frustrations. T hat’s the 
word from the people who have spent so much tim e and 
effort in securing enough blood donors so that Rush 
County people may receive FR E E BLOOD in case of 
need. 
With all the publicity — both in the newspaper, on 
radio, and through person-to-person conversation — there 
are still many people who are unaw are of the im portance 
of this program . Many do not realize what the program 
m eans to those who benefit, nor do m any realize the 
im portance of donors to the program . 
Ifs all very sim ple; if Rush County people can give a 
certain am ount of blood into the central Indiana bank 
program , then anyone in the city of Rushville and Rush 
County m ay receive blood from any hospital anyw here 
without hunting up replacem ent donors of paying nearly 
$40 a unit for the service. 
Beginning with the first draw here, enthusiasm for 
the program indicated Rush County people were con­ 
cerned. In two days of the first draw, we were well on our 
way to the 1,000 units needed to assure continuance of the 
program .

Snow blanketed much of the northern half of the 
nation early today, but tem peratures warmed up from 
the bitter, raw cold of Monday.

Reduce Excise Tax 
No amendments were offered 
on second reading Monday to 
the bill that would reduce the 
auto excise tax 20 per cent, a 
move that would save motorists 
an estimated $52.6 million in 
the next two years and reduce 
the Property Tax Replacement 
Fund by that amount. However, 
Rep. Stephen H. Stoughton, R- 
Indianapolis, has prepared a 
proposed 
amendment 
to 
a 
Democratic taxpayers-help bill 
on second reading today. 
The amendment Stoughton is 
offering to a bill that would 
provide a uniform $1,000 credit 
per person on the state income 
tax calls for an inverse rebate 
plan instead. Stoughton said 
“what I am hoping is maybe 
this will be the compromise 
between the Democratic plan 
and the governor's plan.” 
The GOF plan was outlined 
first by Gov. Otis R. Bowen and 
proposed a 
5 per cent tax 
rebate for individual income 
taxpayers. 
Stoughton’s

For the 12th year in suc­ 
cession, Parke County’s Maple 
Fair will be the first major 
event to open the 1975 toiirist 
season 
in 
Indiana 
and 
the 
middlewest. 
Parke County, bridge capital 
of the nation with its 36 covered 
bridges, will hold its Maple Fair 
the last weekend in February 
and the first weekend in March. 
The dates are Saturdays and 
Sundays, February 22 and 23 
and March I and 2. That is the 
time of the year, according to 
the county’s old time maple 
producers, that the sugar water 
run is most likely to reach its 
peak. 
Emphasis at the Maple Fair is 
the production of maple syrup 
and sugar. Parke County has 
one of the few complete harvest 
celebrations 
with 
its 
Maple 
Fair. There is not just an “end 
prod uct” 
inspection 
w here 
guests see only the final yield of 
the harvest, although they see 
that too in many forms such as 
syrup, candy, pies, etc. At the 
Maple Fair visitors actually go 
to the groves and see the sugar 
water dripping from the trees 
that have been tapped, then go 
into the shed housing the 
evaporator and see the sugar 
water being boiled into syrup. 
Probably no other harvest can 
be watched from beginning to 
end in so short a time. 
Pancakes, Sausage 
A highlight of the fair is the 
pancake and sausage meal at 
the 4-H 
fairgrounds, north of 
Rockville on 
U.S. 
41. 
Here 
visitors can have all the pan­ 
cakes they can eat, covered with 
genuine maple syrup plus whole 
hog sausage. Whole hog sausage 
is sausage made from the entire 
meat output of the pig with all 
the fine cuts thrown into the 
grinder. 
The pancake meal will be 
served from 8 a m. until 5 p.m.

Rocky Takes Hard Line on 
Congress 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller has dropped 
his self-imposed low 
profile 
image as vice president. 
Surprisingly, Rockefeller’s 
first major power move as the 
41st vice president was not in 
the domestic field — where 
President Ford had carved out 
a role for him—but on foreign 
policy. 
The occasion for Rockefel­ 
ler’s 
move 
was 
a 
routine 
Republican 
dinner 
in 
New 
Jersey last week. The speech 
had been billed as a routine 
political pep talk, and both the 
$250-a-plate guests and news­ 
men 
were 
surprised 
when 
Rockefeller came out swinging.. 
His 
target 
was 
Congress, 
which he said has intruded in 
“ dozens of areas” where the 
Ford administrations “emmi- 
sary of peace” Henry Kissinger 
is trying to negotiate. 
Sounding a little bit like the 
old cold warrior he used to be, 
Rockefeller said if Congress 
isn’t careful, there will be war 
in the Middle East. 
“The one thing this country 
has to dread is war in the 
Middle East,” he told reporters 
later on Air Force II returning 
from New Jersey. 
Rockefeller, who had previ­ 
ously 
confined 
his 
role 
to 
presiding over the Senate and 
making such ceremonial occa­ 
sions as the truck driver of the 
year award, apparently cooked 
up the speech idea at a State 
Department lunch with Kissing­ 
er earlier in the day. 
“ I didn’t clear the speech 
with Henry, I just told him 
what I wanted to say, and went 
over the list of areas where I 
feel Congress is jeopardizing 
his 
ability 
to 
negotiate,” 
Rockefeller said. 
The first item on Rockefel­ 
ler’s list was more aid to South 
Vietnam. He said Congress had 
made a “ moral commitment” 
for an additional $300 million 
which was needed “ for small 
arms and ammunition to fight 
off a Communist takeover.” 
"If we don’t (provide the aid) 
and the communists take over 
and there are a million people 
killed—liquidated—well, I think 
the people ought to know where 
the responsibility lies,” Rock­ 
efeller told newsmen. 
Rockefeller’s list of congres­ 
sional interference included: 
—The 
trade 
bill 
denying 


favored nation status to Russia. 
Before this restriction, Kissing­ 
er had negotiated a plan that 
had allowed 38,000 Jews to 
emigrate from Russia. But now 
there are none, he said. 
—The same bill which includ­ 
ed a restriction aimed at Arab 
oil producers. The restrictions 
angered South American oil 
producers Venezuela and Ecua­ 
dor, who pulled out of the 
spring meeting of Latin Ameri­ 
can 
foreign 
ministers. 
This 
jeopardizes America’s attempts 
to convince South American 
nations to improve relations 
with Cuba, Rockefeller said. 


—Threats by Congress to cut 
off aid to Portugal has resulted 
in jeopardizing American air 
bases in the Azores. The bases 
are critical, he said, as a 
stopover for American supplies 
into the Middle East. 


—The deadline set by Con­ 
gress for cutting off aid to 
Turkey. Rockefeller said the 
cutoff 
not 
only 
threatens 
settlement 
of 
the 
Cyprus 
situation, but endangers our 
relations with Turkey, 
“ the 
only strong NATO country that 
stands in the way of Soviet 
intervention 
in 
the 
Middle 
East.” 


"It’s not a hard line I’m 
taking,” he insisted. “ It’s a tell 
it like it is line.” 


“ It raises a whole lot of 
issues we don’t want to face, 
but at least by raising them, we 
know what will happen if we 
don’t,” 
Rockefeller said. 
“ I 
wasn’t trying to attack anyone, 
I was just trying to analyze the 
realities.”
